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Bank of America withdraws funds

On January 5, SAC’s scholarship office received 
notification from the Bank of America that its annual 
Community College Awards Program would be 
discontinued, effective in the current 1982-83 school 
year. 

The B of A has conducted the state-wide 
scholarship program for the past 17 years. But, in the 
process of making budget cuts, the Executive Board 
of the’ bank has decided to eliminate the funding of 
awards at the community college level. 

Their participation in distributing scholarships, 
however, will remain intact at both the high school 
and university levels. They will also continue to 
support education in California through other 
programs including Educational Initiatives Program, 
Bank America Fundation grants and scholarships, 
Future Farmers of America and 4-H Scholarship 
Awards and regional occupational programs. 

The decision to cancel the community college 
scholarships was made following a “painstaking and 
painful review of the bank’s many education-related 
programs,” explained Claudine Beatty, school awards 
officer at B of A. ; 

On the community college level, the B of A awards 
were designed to recognize and honor second year 
students who had outstanding scholarship, a sense of 
civic responsibility and leadership. : 

Each year, the program offered awards to four SAC 
students in the science-humanities and technical- 
vocational areas. Faculty committees selected the 
top student for the particular category, and for being 
chosen the student was awarded $150. 

The winners would then be eligible to compete 
against the B of A winners from the neighboring 
community colleges. If they were successful in gaining 
an additional award, they then would progress to the 
final stage of competition. The finalists could earn as 

much as $2,500. 

The cancellation of the B of A scholarship was 
made knownto SAC’s scholarship office after 
preparation for the program had already begun. 


The: Coordinator of Community Relations and 
Scholarships at SAC, Patti Vaughn, was unhappy 
with the decision because she thinks it makes a 
“statement” on the bank’s attitude regarding the 
importance of community colleges as educational 
institutions. 

“We are deeply disappointed in this. decision,” 
Vaughn announced in a letter to the faculty,“ as this 
prestigious award has been a tradition at SAC for 
many years.” 

When questioned as to whether or not scholarships 
for community college students were becoming 
increasingly scarce, Vaughn replied, “No, because 
when we lose the older scholarships, we replace them 
with an award which has been recently founded.” 

At the moment, the scholarship office is in the midst 
of taking applications for numerous scholarships. 
Though a few may deviate from the schedule, most 
scholarships adhere to the deadline of April 1. 
Applicants will be notified of scholarship awards by 
May 1.

Charges of unfair labor practice against the Rancho 
Santiago Community College District (RSCCD), 
which have stirred the SAC campus for nearly two 
years, were addressed in a closed hearing by the 
Public Employee Relations Board (PERB) on Jan 27. 

The complaint, filed by the American Federation of 
Teachers Santa Ana College Organizing Committee 
(known as AFT), charges that the RSCCD did use 
harassment, intimidation and various pressure tactics 
to prohibit faculty members from speaking out against 
the current administrative power. 

Although specific complaints focus on allegations 
regarding history instructor Joanne Maybury- 
McKim, AFT president John Velasquez pointed out 
that this is an issue between AFT and RSCCD, not a 
personal issue dealing exclusively with Maybury- 
McKim. 

States Velasquez, “AFT was formed two years ago, 
in hopes to decertify the present bargaining unit at 
SAC, known as FARSCCD(Faculty Association of 
Rancho Santiago Community College District). In the 
present system, there has never beena free exchange 
of ideas.” 

Velasquez went on to say that the administration 
violated the rights of the instructor, as well as AFT,

and that this is the crux of the complaint. 

Present at the hearing, beside Maybury-McKim and 
Velasquez, were Dr. Neal Rogers, assistant 
superintendent of the district; Peter Parra, director of 
personnel; and Lee Layport, dean of Social Sciences. 

“These allegations are unfounded and untrue,” 
stated Rogers. He went on to add that Parra and 
Layport were present as a resource team, though no, 
testimony was allowed at this preliminary step. 

It was decided by PERB that the hearing would be 
closed to the public. Administrative Law Judge W. 
Jean Thomas stated, “This settlement conference will 
be closed to the public...(but)...the formal hearing will 
be open.” 

The matter was not resolved and it is expected that 
this will necessitate a formal hearing which will be held 
within the district, in hopes that interested faculty and 
students will attend. 

District Superintendent William Wenrich also 
denies the charges made, but refuses comment on the 
matters dealing with personnel. He did point out, 
however, that FARSCCD is presently the exclusive 
bargaining representative for the faculty at SAC. 
States Wenrich, “Legally, I cannot bargain with AFT-- 
the faculty would then (be ina position to) file an unfair 
labor practice complaint. 

Velasquez anticipates positive results. He related, 
“This is the first time that we’ve gotten this far. If we 
lose--it’s the faculty that loses--not AFT.”

Board contemplates cuts

Rancho Santiago Community 
College District Superintendent 
William Wenrich has made 
recommendations to the Board of 
Trustees at the Jan. 24 meeting 
regarding reductions that would 
help alleviate the $1.2. million 
deficit in the district’s budget. The 
recommendations, if approved, 
will not take effect until the fall 
semester of 1983. 

The list of potential cuts is as. 
follows: termination of the Sheriff's 
Academy, elimination of the 
Insurance Training Program 
(which could conceivably be 
picked up by Community Services 
on a fee basis), reduction by 50 
percent of the contract programs 
(which include court reporting, 
dental technology and cosmoto- 
logy), termination of intercolleg- 
iate athletic programs in wrestling 
and men’s volleyball, reduction of 
EOPS and the Handicapped 
Program by $30,000 each, 
reduction of hourly counseling by 
$20,000, termination of the evening 
planetarium performances, 


reduction of part-time faculty in 
the Photography Program, 
reduction of part-time faculty in 
History, Philosophy, human 
development and physical 
education by $100,000. 

Additional cuts in administrative 
and classified personnel also were 
recommended, hoping to diffuse 
approximately $700,000 of the 
already threatened over- 
expenditures.

Interior Secretary James Watt once again has exposed himself 
to a hail of criticism because of his unfortunate choice of words. 

Indian leaders recently conceded that they over-reacted in 
response to Watt’s remark during a television interview in which 
he said, “If you want an example of the failure of socialism, don’t , 
go to Russia. Come to America and see the Indian reservations.” 

The secretary explained in an article in USA Today that he 
wants to eliminate the excessive regulations and self-perpetuating 
bureaucracy that has repressed the tribes and fostered 
dependency. 

“Once freed of this stifling bureaucracy, America’s reservation 
Indians can and will solve many of their own problems, and will 
contribute significantly to the rebuilding of America,” he said. 

The present system of federal management of the Indian 
reservations is a failure and Watt is correct in his efforts. He 
probably wouldn’t have infuriated so many people if he hadn’t 
used the term “socialism.” Most Americans associate that word 
with being “red,” and they would rather be dead than red (as in 
communism). 

Watt’s statement should surprise no one, since it is a natural 
extension of the Reagan Administration’s policy of curbing the 
size and influence of the federal government. This policy is one of 
its few redeeming features. 

Not content at infuriating the Indians, Watt went on to enrage 
environmentalists by saying that their motives resemble those of 
the Nazis. This is a misuse of inflamatory words bordering on 
stupidity. i 

Even though the secretary was probably angered by the tactics 
of some environmental extremists, which include shouting him 
down when he gives a speech, it is no excuse for his use of sucha 
flimsy analogy. 

In the last chapter of this latest episode, Watt apologized for the 
hurt his remarks caused, but not for the comments themselves. 

We don’t think he should apologize so much for his statements 
as for his paltry vocabulary and hairbrained logic.

Grants, College Work-Study Assistance and State Student

won’t be able to goto higher institutions of education unless they 
support the government’s view of war. This image is not positive 
to people who see America as a place of “equality.”

The South has suffered greatly over the past 
hundred years or so. 

First it was ravaged by the Civil War. And soon 
thereafter by the Reconstruction as well as by the 
racial.anger born of that Reconstruction. 

Lately it has found itself as the brunt of far too many 
check-out-those-Southerners-with-their-silly-accents- 
and-their ignorant-way jokes. 

The latest of these cheap shots is a three-scene play 
entitled Vanities. 

Now on display at Phillips Hall, Vanities concerns 
the lives of three Southern belles who are so 
obnoxiously stupid, not to mention the fact that they 
are elitist snobs, that it is all but impossible to care 
about them That this is a three-character play tells you 
that the last fact may cause the viewer problems. 

It’s not that the players didn’t perform well, in fact 
once they got out of the first act, which was 15 
minutes too long, they made a good accounting of 
themselves if you consider the material they had to 


* work with. 


The high school cheerleader scene, as was 
mentioned before, was far too long and this problem 
was only extenuated by the fact that not a single 
accent, which were purportedly meant to be of Texas 
stock, sounded right.

Whatever did save it, it wasn’t the dialogue (“Why 
do they call it ‘Hair?’ It must mean, let your hair 
down.”). 

The final scene, by. a the best of the three, 
encompassing a 10-year period, was also held up 
mainly by the presence of the players, most notably 
Langhans whose character acted as a sort of referee 
between the overtly bitchy Mary and the pathetically 
naive Joanne. 

Perhaps the greatest difficulty this play has comes 
from the fact that, though it centers around the lives of 
three women, it is written by a man. 

The point being that, no matter how liberated our 
society becomes, men will never have a full 
understanding of the female psyche any more than 
women will be able to fully understand men. 

This idea is clearly illustrated by this work, in which 
Heifner, unable to draw fully rounded characters, has 
been forced to fall back on generalities. Kathy for 
instance, is well-organized. Mary is an easy girl but 
Joanne isn’t. 

The most tiresome aspect of the production though 
was the unique between-the-scenes dressing 
sequences where the characters never leave the 
stage. Without exception they were over-long, 
pointless and almost totally devoid of energy. 

Direction by Richard Rossi was mainly good, if only 
in that he kept the second and third scenes from 
dragging as much as the first. The third scene could

Losing your top player would be hard. 

When you lose your three best players, 
the season’s over, right? 

Wrong. 

“We can still be the best team in the 
league,” Jim Reach, SAC softball coach, 
said. “We have the potential, even without 
those players, to win most of our games.” 


The players who Reach was referring to 
were Diane Aguirre, Malia Fernandez and 
Syndi Halzle. They were lost for the season 
because they are academically ineligible. 


Aguirre was SAC’s female athlete of the 
year in 1982. She pitched in 31 of the Dons’ 
32 games last season, while compiling a 22-9 
won-loss record. She held eight school 
records during her freshman year as the 
Dons won 23 games while only losing nine. 

“Losing Diane is a big blow to our team,” 
Reach said. “When you lose a person of her 
caliber, you are going to be hurt. She was the 
star of our team last year, now we are going: 
to have to play without her.” 

Halzle was an All-South Coast 
Conference selection last year while 
Fernandez led the team with 13 RBI’s. 

“I am very disappointed in all the giris who 
did not make the team because of their 
grades,” Reach said. “I feel they let the team 
down. I feel bad for the team. 

“1 don’t feel sorry for the girls who could 
not make it.” 

With the loss of the three women, the 
Dons’ roster has dwindled to 11 players. 
Reach sees no problem with the lack of 
players as last year’s team played with the 
same number. ; 

“We have no depth on our squad, “Reach 
said. “We are going to run with what we 
have. Last year it was the same thing and we 
had a good year.

Baseball team starts season 
with difficult playoff format

Wherl the SAC baseball team 
takes the field Thursday against 
Long Beach City College, coach 
Don Sneddon will be breathing a 
‘sigh of relief. 

It will be a non-league game. 

“I am glad our first game is a 
non-league game,” Sneddon said. 
“Our league is the toughest in the 
state, possibly the nation.” 


Last season the Dons finished 
with a 12-6 record in the tough 
South Coast Conference, good for 
third place. Outside of the league 
SAC compiled a 15-3 record. 


“We have the top teams in the 
State in our league,” Sneddon said. 
“Look at the record we had out of 
our league, that should tell you 
‘something. 


“Of the top five teams in 
Southern California our 
conference has three of them. We 
have both the best athletes and the 
best coaching anywhere in the 
mation.” 


Defending champion Orange 
Coast College has been tabbed as 
the top team in’ Southern 
California by the sports 
information directors of Southern 
California. Cerritos, another 
member of the South Coast 
Conference, was picked as the 
second best team in Southern 
California. 


“Orange Coast is going to be the 
team to beat in our league,” 
Sneddon said. “They always have 
a tough team. | think Cerritos is: 
going to be hard to beat too. 


“Our league is so strong,” 


Sneddon explained, “that any of 


five teams could take the title this 
season. With the new expanded 
league schedule the race for first 
place is going to be hard.” 


A decision by the Commission 
on Athletics, the governing body 


which makes schedule choices, 
has changed the format the SCC 
teams will play under. 


Unlike past. seasons, where 
teams were permitted to play as 
many as 18 non-league games, this 
season will see only six games 
played out of league. A new 28- 
game league schedule will be used 
to decide the league champion. 


Only the first place team will be 
permitted to play in the Southern 
California playoffs. In past seasons 
the SCC held the Shaughnessey 
Tournament to decide who would 
represent the league in the 
playoffs. 


“The new league and playoff 
format is really terrible,” Sneddon 
said. “The state playoff format was 
unfair before, but now it is really 
bad. 


“The decision was made in an 
effort to save money. It really isn’t 
saving anything. The tournament 
never cost anything to the state. 


“Some teams are going to find 
themselves out of the title race 
early. That is going to make for a 
long,season for some of these 
teams.” 


With the short non-league game 
schedule the Dons will need to 
establish a winning attitude early, 
according to Sneddon. He said 
that it will put extra pressure on his 
team to win. 


“We are going to have to win 


right away,” Sneddon said. “We 
don’t have the time to experiment. 
I am changing my entire practice 
attitude. Right from the beginning! 
had to stress how important it was 
for us to jump out to a good start.” 


Sneddon said the Dons 
traditionally do not start the 
season strong. He said, however, 
SAC is like no other team here 
before. 


“Going down the line we have 
one of the best teams we have ever 
had here at SAC,” Sneddon said. 


“Offensively and defensively we - 


are as strong as any team in the 
league. 


“Pitching is going to be the 
question mark. Right now we are 
already having elbow problems.” 

Sneddon said this season is 
going to be a learning experience 
for him. 


“In past season there was a 
week between the big games,” 
Sneddon said. 

“This year every game is a big 
game.”

Phyllis Hardy is a returning 
guard on the SAC women’s 
basketball team, who last year was 
an all-conference selection while 
averaging 19.1 points per game. 


Hardy learned to play basketball 
at the Kronk Recreation Center 
when she was about seven years 
old. Since her brother and sisters 
were alot older then her she found 
herself going to the rec center to 
play. 


“You go to the recreation center 
and there’s always an older lady 
there asking kids to play. I just kind 
of started playing.” 


Asked about Hearns, perhaps 
the best known of all the Kronk 
atheletes, she replied, “I know him. 
I tell everybody that I know him but 
nobody ever believes me.” 

Last year Coach Myrond 
Brown’s Donas finished the 
season with a 2-10 conference 
mark and a record of 6-1, overall. 
Hardy believes that this year will 
definitely be different. 


“Last year we had our little 


‘problems, Hardy said. “We (the 


team) didn’t get along that well. It 
really effected our season. It took 
us to the end to realize that we 
could have won. 

“We’re not missing anything this 
year. Last year we were lacking a 
center. That hurts because when 
you have someone in the middle it 
opens up a lot of other 
altérnatives.

Asked how she herself might 
fare this year, Hardy was reluctant 
to talk about herself.

Where last year Hardy seemed 
shy, this year she is obviously
